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Nixon Birthplace Dispute Brewing 


The Nixon Birthplace Foundation 
has complied with a Yorba Linda 
City Council request for a letter of 
intent relative to the Foundation’s 
“proceeding with the matter.’’ 

The quote is taken from the 
minutes of the August 4 council 
meeting which notes that Council- 
man Rudolph Castro added the item 
to the agenda and suggested that 
staff contact the spokesman. The 
rest of the council members 
concurred with this suggestion, the 
minutes stated. 

The letter addressed to the 
Foundation, said, in part: ‘‘The 
purpose of the City Council's 
request is to determine the necessity 
for continuing future planning 
efforts in and about the Nixon 
birthplace property. 

“It would be appreciated if you 
would send me a letter indicating the 
intent of the organization and what 
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their plans are for the future.”’ 

The letter was signed by City 
Administrator Arthur C. Simonian. 

The answer to this letter will be 
received by the city in time for 
inclusion on the agenda for the 
Monday, Sept. 15 council meeting. 

The Star was able to get a copy of 
the Foundation’s answering letter 
which indicates a measure of 
unhappiness with the council 
request for information and poses a 
question on behalf of the 
Foundation, to wit: 

‘*Perhaps we may respond to your 
letter by asking another question, 
namely, what is the City of Yorba 
Linda’s plans concerning the Nixon 
birthplace property?”’ 

The Foundation’s letter, which is 
written over the signature of Roland 
E. Bigonger, and _ Executive 
Commission member, is published 
in full, as follows:

I have been requested to respond to your letter addressed to the Nixon 
Birthplace Foundation, dated August 12, 1975, in which the Yorba Linda 
City Council has requested a letter of intent as to the Foundation’s future 


plans. 


The Nixon Birthplace Foundation was formed shortly after Richard M. 
Nixon’s election to his first term of office as our 37th President. It is, as you 
may know, a non-profit corporate entity, which was chartered by the State of 
California and has enjoyed fully tax exempt status, both State and Federal, 
almost since its inception. It has one primary goal, namely, to acquire, 
preserve, and perpetuate the real property and dwelling located in the City 
of Yorba Linda where our 37th President was born. Our Foundation has 


never strayed from this goal. 


For your information, our Foundation has been and shall continue to be a 
viable, active organization in order to consummate its purposes in 
accordance with the corporate articles. Both the State and Federal 
government have recognized the importance of the birthplace by adopting 
resolutions to designate the birthplace as a historical monument. The 
Foundation members have been of the opinion and believed that it was the 
opinion of our City Fathers that the birthplace of our 37th President is a very 
important historical asset, not only to the State and Nation, but also to Yorba 
Linda, irrespective of the unfortunate era that we are now in as a result of 
Watergate. It has come as quite a surprise to the Foundation members to 
discover that the City's interests and planning efforts would perhaps differ 
in some way from the objectives of the Foundation, if in fact the Foundation 
were non-existent or inactive. Perhaps we may, respond to your letter by 
asking another question, namely, what is the City of Yorba Linda's plans 
concerning the Nixon Birthplace property? 

David W. Cromwell, a councilman of the City of Yorba Linda, has 
graciously attended many meetings of our Foundation and | am sure that he 
will tell you what the Foundation has been doing within the year last past. 
Perhaps, by now you may have read of a personal meeting our chairman 
Hurless Barton, and director, Hoyt Corbit, had with our former President in 
San Clemente, which account was related in the Fullerton Daily News 
Tribune, August 20, 1975 issue. This article is a fairly accurate description of 
our previous activity and plans for the future.

Heavy Fire Damage 


Damage estimated at about 
$125,000 was caused by a fire at the 
George Williams residence at 18901 
Vista Real last Thursday night.

School opens today, (Wednesday) 
for approximately 16,585 students in 


the Placentia Unified School 
District. 
Student population in the 


district’s 21 schools is expected to 


increase by about 575 over last 
spring, continuing the district's 
growth pattern of the last 15 years, 
according to Superintendent John 
Tynes.

Teachers VoteTo Teach 


Teachers of the Placentia Unified 
School District took an official vote 
last week and elected to return to 
their classrooms in spite of a general 
disagreement over wages with the 
PUSD board of trustees. 

The vote showed a 62 per cent 
margin in favor of returning to work, 
Marjorie Santos, chairman of the 
Certificated Employees Council, the 
negotiating body of the Placentia 
Unified Education Association, 

rts. 

PUEA members were asked to 
vote also on whether they wished to 
approve or repudiate the board of 
trustees offer, roughly a 12.9 per 
cent wage boost and benefit 
package, including step and column 
raises for additional education 
accomplishments of teachers and 
reward for number of years in 
service. 

The vote tallied about 17 per cent 
who wished to accept the package 
and 21 per cent to reject, which 
might be construed as a 21 per cent 
strike vote, Mrs. Santos explained. 

Mrs. Santos said this week that 
teachers were now more involved in 
their preparations for the opening 01 
school Wednesday, September 10. 
“‘Our main concern now is getting 


ready for the children,’’ she stated. 

The wage and benefit proposal not 
totally accepted by the teachers is 
roughly a three-quarters of a million 
dollars inclusion in this year’s $23 
million budget. 


Teachers had sought a 12.7 per 
cent across the board raise in 
addition to step and column raises. 
The board’s proposal was a6. per 
cent boost along with a. variety of 
additional benefits, including 55 per 
cent of any money voted by the 
legislature to PUSD as a one time 
January employee bonus. 

The allotment would leave less 
than half of the state special funds 
for use in other board priorities in 
classrooms, added personnel and 
capital improvements. 


Dr. William Yates, president of 
the PUSD board, in making the offer 
to PUSD employees remarked that 
the trustees ‘‘had entered the area 
of risk. It is the best offer you will 
find in the state I would think and 
certainly in Orange County.’’ 

Classified PUSD employees had 
voted to accept the board of trustees 
original offer of a S per cent across 
the board increase but will also 
receive the additional benefits. 


District Officials Take Tour 


Yorba Linda County Water 
District directors Fred Clodt and 
Howard Lindow and _ general 
manager Ralph Shook recently 
toured facilities that will bring more 
high quality state project water to 
the district’s customers. 


The trio visited Perris Reservoir, 
the Devil Canyon Power Plant north 
of San Bernardino and the state 
project water outlet. 


Also included in the itinerary were 
the Diemer Plant near Yorba Linda 
and the Tonner Tunnel which wil 
funnel state project water into the 
Diemer Plant.

When completed in 1977, the 
Tonner Tunnel will provide direct 
connection for a blend of state 
project water and Colorado River 
water to Orange County Water 
District’s underground basin from 
which the Yorba Linda County 
Water District gets its water. 

Presently, the district relies 
almost exclusively on 
River water. 


Colorado 
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has been about 1,000 students each 
year, but officials are not predicting 
such large growth this year, because 
of the slump in the contruction 
industry. 

‘‘Because our income from the 
State is based on numbers of 
students, we have to plan 
conservatively to be sure we don't 
over-budget,’" Tynes explained. 
“It is possible, as housing 
construction throughout the district 
picks up, that more students will 
move in. 

‘‘Our summer surveys also show 
that used houses on the market are 
not selling as quickly as in the past, 
so we don't really know exactly what 
we will have in student numbers or 
how quickly the population will 
stabilize,’’ he added. 

Greatest predictable growth as 
school opens is at the high school 
level, with an estimated increase of 
535 at the three district high schools. 
The new Esperanza High School in 
the southeastern part of the district 
will continue to be the district's 
fastest-growing school, adding 
about 260 students for an enrollment 
of 1,550. 


Esperanza students will move into 
recently completed second phase 
construction, which added 45,000 
square feet of classrooms for a total 
school capacity of 1,850. 

Increases also are expected at El 
Dorado High, which is planning for 
1,897 freshmen through seniors, 
and increase of 138, and at Valencia 
High, which is planning for growth 
of 194 students to reach an 
enroHment of 1,402. 

El Camino Real expects 120 
students and will move from their 
small school at 1800 Post Lane, 
Anaheim, to the new campus on 
Orangethorpe Avenue in Placentia 
next month. 

Classroom emphasis throughout 
the district will again be on reading 
and language arts skills, Tynes 
said. In addition, math will receive 
special attention, as teachers 
concentrate on basic skills and 
conversion to the metric system. 

Glenview and Morse elementary 
schools will join Rio Vista and Ruby 
Drive in the Early Childhood 
Education (ECE) program.

Earlier this summer, in a western state, a young man approached me and 
asked if | would sign the Declaration of Independence. 
He handed me what looked like the center spread of a newspaper. On one 
half was a reproduction of the Declaration of Independence backed by 
spaces for signatures. I tore it off, signed it and handed it back to him. The 


other half was something else again. 


It was an ad for something called Peoples’ Bicentennial Commision. 
Despite its mild name and easy confusion with the official American 
Revolution Bicentennial Commission, the PBC doesn’t represent the 
people, isn’t interested in celebrating the Bicentennial and is not federal 


commission. 


Instead, it is a self-appointed band of political radicals intent on twisting 
the nation’s 200th birthday to its own purposes. 

Its leader is a self-proclaimed Socialist revolutionary, Jeremy Riskin, 
whose understanding of American history is hazy but whose zeal is not. 

He says, ‘‘It makes no sense for the New Left to allow defenders of the 
system the advantage of presenting themselves as true heirs and defenders 
of the American Revolutionary tradition. 

‘Instead, the revolutionary heritage must be used as a tactical weapon to 
isolate the existing institutions and those in power by constantly focusing 
public attention on their inability to translate our revolutionary dream into 


reality." 


Riskin's idea of translating ‘‘revolutionary dream into reality’ 


is to 


organize a crowd of about 20,000 demonstrators (many of them apparently 
fugitives from the anti-Vietnam War movement, looking for a new cause) 
and have them try to break up official Bicentennial events. 

That's what they tried to do in April, heckling President Ford as he spoke 
at Concord Bridge in commemoration of ‘‘the shot heard round the world.’’ 

Never mind the fact that the American Revolution was a war of 
independence from foreign domination and not an ideological class war of 
the type Riskin supports, the PBC hasn’t the slightest hesitation gulling 
government bureaucrats into giving it some of your tax money to support its 


radical rhetoric and activities. 


Stating as its purpose, ‘‘to research, assemble and disseminate to workers 
and students historical information on the lives and roles of working people 
during the Revolutionary War period, with an emphasis on the ideas and 
events that shaped the formation of the early Republic,’’ the PBC 
sought--and got--a grant of $7,210 from the National Endowment for the 


Humanities. 


Once the federal dollar faucet was turned on, it didn’t stop. Last year, the 
NEH approved a grant of $394,000 for some of the PBC people to lecture 


throughout 13 western states. 


Presumably, Riskin and his followers could have sold the NEH the 


Brooklyn Bridge _ if 


they’d wanted to, for, 


while submitting 


innocuous-sounding grant applications, Riskin was declaring to all who 
cared to pay attention that the PBC’s real aim was to show that ‘‘...a genuine 
understanding of revolutionary ideals links Thomas Paine, Sam Adams and 
Benjamin Rush and the American people with Lenin, Mao, Che Guevara and 
the struggle of all oppressed people...’’ 


So much for U.S. history. 


Cromwell, Chaput Clash 


Councilman Whit Cromwell took 
strong exception to two matters 
before the City Council at the 
September 2 meeting but his 
viewpoints had no effect on the 
ultimate decision. 

Cromwell was incensed at the 
requirement for a conditional use 
permit for churches desiring to 
operate schools on their property. 
He termed the restriction ‘‘an 
abridgement of the right to 
worship."’ 

He added that the need for 
Calvary Baptist Church or any other 
church to have a permit for a private 
school is ‘‘a tool to do away with 
churches. We should remedy laws 
which I feel are being used 
improperly. We use these laws just 
like taxation to get rid of churches.’’ 

Councilman Dale Chaput argued 
with Cromwell declaring that he saw 
no abuse of church rights. ‘‘We are 
not making an attack on a specific 
religion. We have to have guidelines 
1 find it objectionable to have full 
time schools in residential neighbor- 
hoods,’ Chaput asserted. 

City Attorney Leonard Hampel 
triggered the dispute with his report 
on a study of the city ordinance 
which showed that the CUP for 
churches did not include a permit for 
a private school. 

Hampel added that he could see

We didn’t make 
three other tracts do this, why make 
this one do it?”’ 


Mayor Carolyn Ewing noted that 
a trail now ‘‘may be a bargain for the 
city. We would be getting something 
the city would have to pay for in the 
future."’ 


Chaput declared that he was 
“bothered every time we open up an 
area and a City Council member 
opposes this top priority to get 
trails."’ 


Cromwell retorted that he didn’t 
want to put it on a ‘personal basis 
but the trail goes nowhere and 13 or 
14 people are going to pay for 
improvements which won't accomp- 
lish what we want."’

Free Meal-Milk Plan 


The Yorba Linda School District 
today announced a free meal and 
milk policy for school children 
unable to pay the full price of meals 
served in the three elementary 
schools under the National School 
Lunch and Breakfast programs. 

Local school officials have 
adopted the California Eligibility 
Scale for free meals and free milk. 
Eligibility is determined by family 
size and the monthly gross income 
as follows: 

1 - $0 to $269. 2 - 0 to 353. 3 - 0 to 
438. 4-0 to S22. S - 0 to 599. 6 - 0 to 
676. 7 - 0 to 746. 8 - 0 to 816. 

Family size of one pupil means a 
pupil who is his sole support, A 
foster child may be considered a 
family of one. 

Children from families whose 
income is at or below those shown 
are eligible for free meals and free 
milk. In addition, families not 
meeting this criteria but with out 
unusual expenses due to unusually 
high medical expenses, shelter costs 
in excess of 30% of income, special 
education expenses due to the 
mental or physical condition of a 
child, and disaster or casualty losses 
are urged to apply. 

They may do so by filling in the 
application forms sent home in a 
letter to parents. Additional copies 
are available at the principal's office 
in each school. 

The information provided on the 
application will be confidential and 
will be used only for the purpose of 
determining eligibility. Applications 


may be submitted anytime during 
the school year. 

In certain cases foster children are 
also eligible for these benefits. If a 
family has such children living with 
them and wishes to apply for such 
free meals and free milk for them, 
they should contact the school. 

In the operation of child feeding 
programs, no child will be 
discriminated against because of his 
race, sex, color, or national origin. 

Under the provision of the policy 
the Principal of each school will 
review applications and determine 
eligibility. If a parent is dissatisfied 
with the ruling of the official, he may 
make a request either orally or in 
writing to J. Elton Patridge, deputy 
superintendent, at the Yorba Linda 
School District, 4701 Casa Loma 
Avenue, Yorba Linda, for a hearing 


to appeal the decision. Hearing 
procedures are outlined in the 
policy.

Is Your Son Going 
Out For Football

Is there a boy growing up 
in your house who has his 
heart set on gcing out for 
football in junior or senior 
high school? If so, the 
prospect may stir up mixed 
feelings in his parents. 

The father is likely to be 
filled with anticipatory 
pride and joy, but the 
mother may have consider- 
able apprehension. To her, 
football may look like a 
terrifyin,' violent game; 
indeed it 1. violent. 

It is not dangerous as she 
may imagine, however, and 
several things are being 
done to make it less 
hazardous. 

If your son is going out for 
football, his safety de- 
pends, in part, on his own 
physical condition; it also 
depends on the practices of 
coaches and interscholastic 
athletic officials. 

You can have a direct 
influence on your son and, 
as a member of _ the 
community, an_ indirect 
influence on the conditions 
under which football is 
played. 

Football is a vigorous and 
demanding spert, and you 
should be sure that your son 
is in good physical condition 
before he undertakes it. A 
pre-season medica! examin- 
ation is a must for all boys

who plan to take part in this 
sport. 

There are some young- 
sters who are in excellent 
health but who should not 
play football during their 
developmental years. If 
your son is tall and lanky, he 
would do well to gain some 
weight before he goes out 
for football, or perhaps he 
should choose basketball or 
track instead. 

If he has a slight frame 
and a long neck, he is 
particularly susceptible to 
head and neck injuries 
which are quite common in 
football. 


The young football aspir- 
ant should spend _ the 
summer before his first 
season in diligent physical 
conditioning, preferably 
under the guidance of an 
athletic instructor. He 
should have a least three 
weeks of practice before he 
plays his first game--weeks 
in which the build-up is 
gradual from non-contact 
drill to scrimmage under 
actual game conditions.

temperature is 78 degrees 
or more and humidity is 
high; advising teenage 
players to wear shorts, 
T-shirts and football shoes 
during practice sessions 
and encouraging players to 
drink lots of cold water. 

Several additional chan- 
ges in football are currently 
being advocated by physi- 
cians. They include the 
elimination of hard plastic 
covering helmet and shoul- 
der pads which are 
particularly hazardous to 
the opponent during block- 
ing or tackling. 

It is recommended that 
instead the protective head 
and shoulder equipment be 
equipped with a soft outer 


covering. 
Another recommenda- 
tion from the medical 


profession would ban the 
cross-body block in all 
kicking plays because it 
causes a number of leg 
injuries. 

Your son has a great deal 
to gain by going out for 
football--good health hab- 
its, increased physical 
endurance and positive 
psychological staisfactions. 

If football is his game of 
choice he should be 
encouraged to enter it--pro- 
vided he is in good condition 
and the game is played with 
proper safety precautions.

New School Numbers 


Parents and other callers 
who are having difficulty 
reaching their schools with 
the opening date imminent, 
were given an explanation 
this week by the Placentia 
Unified School District.

Incoming and outgo- 
ng calls will be on separate 
business phones, which are 
considerably cheaper, Mul- 
lender said. 

“It’s all pretty confusing 
now, but the telephone 
company is getting the bugs 
ironed out as fast as 
possible,’’ he said. Discon- 
nected lines are being 
replaced with recordings 
giving callers a number 
where they can get correct 
information.
